Some of the mob started down Third street, whire 
the others turned in the stampeded read out of the 
street. Theee, however, wheeled sdddenly and 
come darting back and rejoined their ecompantons 
Hiding out Third street. the firing was kept up, 
although probably with a view of keeping the 
eople back. As soon as the mob rode off those 
ho had gathered at the corners and 
been kept back by the arms presented 
now rushed over to the Court-house. A number 
of police had arrived from a distance by this time, 
anc running down Third street discharged 
their pistols at the fleeing men, but ey 
were a block away and riding 
bard and it was not known what the result was. 
The idea at this time was that the mob 
were in safe possession of Redman. Turn- 
ing, however, some of those in 
the streets stumbled over an object which, upon 
¢xamination, was found to be the lifeless body of 
Redman. A lantern was brought, and 
there the fellow lay the mud 
with a pees ball in his right 
temple and his head caved infrom a blow from 
a sledge-hammer. The sledge was laying across 
his heart. The body was picked up and carried 
into a hall in the house. Redman’s 
hands were securely tied with a new rope, 
and he had his coat and boots on. He was prob- 
ably advised of what was coming, and dressed 
himself in hopes of escape in 
some sort of a desperate chance. They 
had scarcely laid the body of Redman down when 
_ others came in carrying the man who was dying. 
‘He had falien off his’ horse in the 
,arms of Chief Pritchett, who seein 
him dragging on the ground with

his foot in the stirrup, had run out tohim. The: 


man called for water, but could only speak that 
much. An examination showed that he had been 
shot in the middle of the back. He lay very calm, 
end although Dr. Ashford who had been summonp- 
ed stooped down beside him and asked him his 
name he would say not a word. In a 
few, minutes he breathed his last. 
Iie was aboutthirty years old, was dressed as a 
farm hand, and looked like one. The hall of the 
Court-House was filled with people,and there were 
several strangers present.

The Eminent Irish Land-Leaguer 
Condemns the Irish Float. 
What He Thinks of ireland’s Future, Agrarian 
Outrages, Etc. 


A reporter of the Post-DISPATCH, who called at 
the Lindell Hotel this morning for the purpose of 
interviewing Mr. A. M. Sullivan, the Irish member 
of the British Parliament who lectured at Mercan- 
tile Library Hail last night, was most courteously 
received. The personal appearance of the Land 
Leaguer is distinguished. A wiry frame is 
surmounted by a countenance which would strike 


any one meeting its owner as particularly intelli- | 


gent. In reply to the reporter’s inquiry touching 
the agrarian outrages in Ireland, Mr, Sullivan 


said: 

“In no sense are these outrages attributable to 
the Land League. Forty years ago Thomas Hood 
wrote his poem in which oceur the famous 


lines— 

‘A son of the soil, 

My right to toil 

Entitled to my fee,’ 
as appropriate to the hogyard or barnyard agita- 
tion in England. The agrarian outrages in Ireland 
are the curse and affliction of the Land 
League movement and grieve its leaders sorely. 
When the League was suppressed last year the 
number of these outrages increased from 2,000 in 
the year without a coereion act to 4,000 in the 
tweive months which had a coercion act. The con- 
viction in the minds of the farmers of Ireland that 
the Land League was all sufficient to protect them 
or at all events see them righted, was a powerfu 
restraining influence. According as this convic- 
tion faded in a particular district orina district 
where the League had not been established, 
wretched people took to righting their wrongs 
with their own hands.” ; 

“Is there as much suffering in Ireland as has 
been represented?”’ | 

“No, sir; suffering in Lreland is almost a thing 
of the past. There is considerable hardship still 
in partions of the country, but by the end of this 
year, thanks to Mr. Parnell’s land movement, the 
squalid poverty that used to prevail will be a thing 
of the past.”’ 

‘* What is the future of the Irish people?” 

“The Land Act of last year, supple- 
mented by improvements which Mr. Parnell 
will obtain, will give the Irish people such 
a comfortnbte home in their own country as will 
tend to stop immigration. As to the political fu- 
ture of Ireland, she must have and she will have 
conceded to her such rights of national self-gov- 
ernment asan American State possesses in the 
American Union. With this the bulk of our peo- 
ple will be heartily content: if too long refused it 
they willbe driven upon separation from Eng- 
land.” 

“Of course that will involve a civil war with 


? 


“Yes, sir. 

“How are the Irish people equipped for such an 
emergency?” 

“As I do not belong to the Separatist school of 
Nationalists, that is a question I might make 
a Ap mistake in attempting to answer,” 

nthe course of the ensuing conversation the 
recent Veiled Prophets’ procession and the atti- 
tude assumed hy certain Irish citizens of St. Louis 
was referred to. The reporter addressed the fol- 
lowing question to Mr. Sullivan: 

“In view of the fact that the Veiled Prophets 
took their name from a poem by an 
Lrishman, and that no offense was 
intended to the Irish, what do you think of 
the action of the Irishmen of St. Louis?’ 

“I highly commend it,” was the ready reply. “If 
I may say s6, always averse to disorderly methods 
of doing things, such a gross outrage and insult to 
the character and feelings of the Irish prone was 
not to be endured in the public streets of a city 
like this. I should hope that if a bodv of 
Americans in an English town saw a 
similar float representing this Republic 
in the guise of a group of men manufacturin 
wooden ntitmegs, that those Americans woulk 
make it hot for the processionists of that English 
city who fot up the spectacle.”’ 

“Even if the English society had named itself in 
compliment to the American author of ‘Sam Slick,’ 
‘The Thomas Haliburtons of England?’ ”’ 

“Sam Slick is an American character; the Veiled 
Prophet was a Persian; there is no comparison, 
ancees the accident of authorship. The 
peop e of New Orleans call themselves the 

Knights of Comus,’ not in compliment. to 
the country of its author, but because the idea 
mimits of a pleasing pageant. Americans had 
better realize thatthe brutal stage Irishman of 
English plays and potheemdrinking groups like 
that depicted in the float which the Irishmen of 
St. Louis very properly denounced are 
such libels on the general character and 
habits of our people at home that 
they can not be safely paraded in the face of man- 
ly and intelligent Lrishmen.” 

“But the German, Scottish, Russian, Frenchand 
Engiish citizens of St. Louls were not offended at 
the caricatures of themeselves which were pre- 
sented to the public gaze on the night of October 
3d. Don’t you think the Irish were over senti- 
mental in taking umbrage at the Veiled Pro- 
phets?” 

“To givean Irish answer toa Yankee question, 
How were these nationalities represented?” 

Here the lithocraphic print of the procession 
was produced. 

“TIT see,” said Mr. Sullivan, “that while England, 
our subjugating power, is represented with the 
triumph of commerce and of arms; Scotland de- 
sicted by brave lads and bonnie. lassies engaged 
n her nocturnal dance to her nocturnal music; 
France with a spectacle recailing her military 
glory; Russia with a sun-busrt of glory, and Ger- 
many with a band of musicians discoursing 
the sweet strains of the Father- 
land, the float representing Ireland is a cock- 
ney caricature frem beginning to end A scene 
of shebeen-drinking and a skull-breaking row 
outside the door are meant to portray the Irish 
national character. I congratulate my country- 
men of St. Louis who suppressed such a brutal 
insult. When next the merchants of this wealthy 
city want to depict Ireland let them study the 
writings of their countryman, Henry Giles, and 
see that Ireland, bistorically known as a land of 
poetry and song, of learning and of heroism, is 
decently and correctly portrayed.”

Outside of the trade itself, it has probably not 
been known what animmense business St. Louls 
has transacted in provisions during the past sum- 
mer season. Situated as this market is directly 
in the center of the.section where hogs were so 
scarce, St. Louis was forced to rely upon other 
points for her supplies. Chicago was the princi- 
pal market drawn upon. To give some idea of 
the magnitude of St. Louis as a_ distributing 
point for provisions it may be stated that the 
Whittaker Packing Co. has brought from Chicago 
alone since the first of February, and the bulk of 
this was since March, 1 17,000,000 pounds of

sides, 3,000,000 pounds of shoulders and 
56,000 barrels pork to supply their trade. A large 
amount was also brought here from points west 
and north of this. Besides this house, tnere were 
other large concerns here who purchased heavily 
in Chieago and elsewhere and had the stuff 
shipped here. During the menth of May the 
Whittaker Packing Company received 500 car- 
loads over the Wabash road from Chicago. By an 
arrangement with the railroad company, most of 
this was run onto tracks alongside the Cairo 
Short Line and other Southern roads and unloaded 
directly from one train into another, so thatthe 
meats did not go into house here atall. It is ex- 
pected that the next summer packing at this point 
will be very heavy, asthe crop of hogs will un- 
doubtedly be large by next spring, but as receipts 
are sinall now and but few ame. hogs 
are received, the packing of this fall and 
winter will be small. It is estimated that the sup- 
lies of provisions in this country are smaller.now 
han they have been before in the past fifteen 
years.

STANLEY IN AFRICA. 


The Great es and His Struggles 
‘ith a Rival. 
From the New York Herald. 

Mr. Stanley’s passage through Paris, on 
his way to Brussels, assumed the peepee. 
tions of an event which excited the deepest 
interestin France. Years ago the eminent 
traveler discovered in the immediate vicinity 
of the Congo a well-watered and densely- 
populated district, about one-third the size 
of France, and containing natural resources 
which rendered its acquisition extremely de- 
sirable. Mr. Stanley was greatly struck with 
the importance of this discovery and he was 
tm geo | successful in enlisting the sympa- 
thies of the King of the Belgians in an enter- 
prise which promised to prove exceedingly 
protitable. The International African Asso- 
clation was formed, a credit of several mil- 
lions of francs was placed, with a small band 
of Belgian officers, at Mr. Stanicy’s 
disposal, and the party, after much Peper 
tion, set out for the new El Dorado. ean- 
while M. De Brazza, a gentleman of Italian 
origin, who, curious to relate, was naturalized 
a Frenchman in 1872, had, on the strength of 
a small grant of 100,000f. allowed him by the 
French "Parliament already started with a 
few blacks for Stanley Pool, as the point 
where the Congo ceases to be navigable is 
called. M. De Brazza took the Ogowe route, 
which turned out to be the better and shorter 
one of the two, so that when Mr. Stanley ar- 
rived at Stanley Pool he found, to his infinite 
disgust, that he had been forestalled, and 
that the energetic De Brazza had concluded a 
treaty with the local King, by virtue of which 
a portion of his territory was ceded to the 
French and the remainder placed under their 
protectorate. It is affirmed here that Mr. 
Stanley attempted to overawe the natives by 
a military demonstration: but that they re- 
mained tirm, hoisted the tricolor and ordered 
him off the ground. Some time after the 
occurrence of this episode M. De Brazza re- 
turned to France for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the ratification of his treaty with the 
King of the Batekes, which was signed on 
October 3, 1880. He made his appearance in 
June, but nothing has yet been settled. On 
the other hand, although nothing definite is 
known respecting the precise object of Mr. 
Stanley’s journey to Brussels, the suspicion 
is entertained that he may leave no stone un- 
turned in the effort to secure this debatable 
land for the company which he represents. 
The Duclere Cabinet is, therefore, urged to 
ratify the treaty withouta moment's delay. 
Whether it will adopt this step or disavow M. 
de Brazza is not yet known, but public opin- 
ion seems to be almost unanimous in favor of 
the former course. The press waxes eloquent 
on the subject of the preponderant role 
which France will play in the future on the 
African continent. History has never 
recorded a more self-denying act than the 
cession by the King of the Batekes of his 
densely populated country and its stores of 
wealth to M. de Brazza and his ten blacks.

Rich Monopolists Dragging the 

Great Republic to Ruin.

Walk up Fifth avenue and stroll down 
Madison avenue. What do you see? Houses? 
Nonsense—palaces. Unique in design, un- 
like anything seen or heard of in all the 
world, are these huge piles of granite and of 
brick. Well, what of,jt? great deal! 
First of all, I believe were living inan era 
of exceptional prosperity. Everybody is 
making money or losing it. Everybody in 
trade is doing well. fessional men are 
sapoteny fortunate. Stock gamblers and 

road sharks coin fortunes yearly. The 
men we meet in office and park, the men we 
encounter professionally or socially, the men 
we see in the theater or church, are easy in 
their finances. All things tend upward. 
And with this upward tendency go our pe- 
cuniary rockets far up towa the very 
zenith of prosperity. They touch, handle and 
retain enormous possessions. They become 
careless of others. They are selfish, incon- 
siderate, brutal. Tothem the golden dollar 
is the index of power. Their fast horses are 
stabled in luxury, and their stables outshine 
physically the houses of their fellows. The 
great stables of Mr. Vanderbilt, erected with 
marvelous impudence and utter disregard of 
a neighborhood’s preferences on Madison 
avenue, are marvels of comfort and pictures 
of elegance. The cheapest horse owned by 
the son is better cared for than his father or 
his mgther were at his time of life. The flat- 
boat of the old Commodore and the bar-room 
of his faithful helpmeet would form a curious 
background for a picture of what these 
stenchful stables on Madison avenue would 
be the forefront. Little by little these rich 
men coalesce and ome corporate. Banded 
together they are akin to omnipotence. 
Meantime, while they are becoming akin to 
omnipotence, what are the other people 
doing? What other people? The “common 
people.”” Oh, bless’em, they are sinking 
ast. Weare all so prosperous that when 
prices go up we don’t care. Our incomes in- 
crease at the same time. So it’s all right. 
But salaries don’t go up. Onthe contrary, 
in many cases they are reduced. Wages 
don’t go up. Neither does the pay for a day’s 
work. 

Look at our illustrated papers. What sub- 
ject so popular as the ridicule of Gould, 

Tanderbilt and their co-workers. The daily 
Graphic has made Vanderbilt's mutton-chops 
as familiar to New York readers as Tweed's 
were. I remember Tweed saying once: “I 
don’t care what they say, but [I do wish they 
wouldn’t print those pictures.” Everybody 
sees the pictures. Even the poor devils who 
can’tafford to buy a penny paper can read 
the eloquent lines in the Graphic, in Puck 
andin Judge. Just ascertain as fate these 
pictures are the signs of the times. There is 
a growing feeling here that under the present 
system the rich are getting richer fast 
and the poor are getting poorer fast. 
if our wealthy men _  coul be in- 
duced to do good with their money this feel- 
ing of hostility might be averted, perhaps.

Not one of them 
has done or is doing one dollar’s worth for 
the people or the city. Added to this are the 
outragés perpetrated daily, some the resuit 
of “criminal negligence,’’ some the normal 
outeome of disregard of the rights of others, 
and all the natural result of the feeling of se- 
curity bornin reliance on the potency of 
wealth. 

Will trouble come? 

Not to-day, but it will come. 
the first year of the human race. Men of to- 
day are very much like the men of yesterday. 
Fortunately Nature has a little something to 
do with us yet. Death steps in now and then 
and removes an irritant. That makes things 
easy for awhile, especially in accumulations 
divided up and scattered. Whtse men note 
these signs of the times. They are signifi- 
eantand should not be disregarded. That 
those more interested wil! care 1 don’t be- 
lieve. Our California friends found it con- 
venient to pack their Lares and Penates and 
bring them from San Francisco to New York. 
Why? Because they had strained the pa- 
tience of their fellows to the very last. We 
have hosts of just such hue.

Alice Oates Wanted.

The star performers, chorus-singers, and 
managers of the Alice Cates opera-bouffe com- 
pany, were sadly beset on Sunday night. The 
company appeared at the Grand Opera-house, 
Brooklyn. The wy were not large, but 
it was thought that they would be sufficient 
to cover the expenses and leave something of 
a profit for the players. For several weeks 
the members of the company have suffered 
from a severe attack of impecuniosity. The 
orospects of their receiving any large profits 
— their exertions dia not brighten as the 
week drew to a close. On Saturday afternoon 
the difficulties of the company culminated. 
Flora Morgan, one of the chorus-singers, who 
claims that Miss Oates and her husband and 
manager, Mr. Harry Watkins, owe her S79 
for professional services, brought suit for tne 
amount. An order of attachment 
was issued by Judge Denohue in 
the New York Supreme Court against 
the company. and an order of arrest 
against Mr. Watkins. The papers were 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff's officers, 
who proceeded to the Grand Opera-house to 
serve them. Inquiries were made for Mr. 
Watkins, but Mr. Watkins was not to be 
found. During the week Mr. Watkins had 
been visible in the vicinity of the play-house, 
dazzling newcomers with his dainty person- 
ality, his salmon-colored overcoat, his well- 
kep mustache and hair neatly parted in the 
middle. But he paled into invisibility, over- 
coat and all, before the grim officers of the 
law. Inquiry was made at the box-office for 
Miss Oates, but the reply was that she had 
gone away. Just before the play began in 
the evening an Under-Sheriff: attached the 
receipts at the box-office and made a search 
for property, but could fiud none belonging 
to Miss Oates.

Foster and Ricnarp Sirs, whereby 
the German Republicans were alienated. He 
says the Germans have always been the old 
guard of the Republican party in Ohio. No 
issue has ever been successfully met in Ohio 
without their aid, and none ever will be. 
This whole trouble was hatched, in his 
opinion, by meddling people who had nothing 
to say, and who would at another time impale 
the party on the issue of woman suffrage if 
nothing better could be found.

THE OHIO ELECTION. 

The Republican party met with a stagger- 
ing defeat in the great State of Ohio yester- 
day, and richly deserved it. Ohio gave a Re- 
publican majority of over 24,000 last year and 
elected but five Democrats among her twenty 
Congressman. Yesterday’s election gave the 
Democrats a gain of ten Congressmen and 
defeated the Republican State ticket by a 
majority of probably 25,000. While this re- 
sult is largely attributable to the temperance 
agitation, which drove the German element 
‘ofthe Republican party over to the 
Democrats in a_ body, there were 
other reasons forthe popular rebuke yester- 
day administered. The lavish appropria- 
tions made by the present Republican Con- 
gress and its refusing to reduce our war 
taxes when they are yielding an enormous 
surplus in excess of Government wants 
might not have sufficed alone to bring about 
this defeat, but must have told effectively at 
the ballot-box In conjunction with the other 
causes of dissatisfaction which are arousing 
the Independent Republicans of Pennsyl- 
vania and New York to open revolt against 
the party machine. 

This, therefore, is a victory for the inde- 
pendent, thinking voters, not a victory for the 
Democratic machine, though the Democratic 
party may reap a permanent advantage 
from it by proving itself worthy of the honor 
conferred upon it by the independent Repub- 
licans who have made that party the means 
of rebuking their own party. We fear, how- 
ever, that the Democrats will again throw 
away their golden opportunity as they 
did in 1874, and do nothing worthy of 
the power conferred on them. * Their 
nominees are generally men of the 
saine type, the same methods and the same 
“business” affinities as those who are making 
Republican ascendency odious to the people. 
If they make the mistake of assuming that 
severe but merited rebukes administered to 
the Republican party in Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and New York make those States reliably 
Democratic, they will probably miss the op- 
portunity of making them so and will soon 
lose them again. 

The country, however, will profit by this 
vigorous exhibit of popular independ- 
ence. It will put the party in power 
‘on its good behavior again. The Re- 
publicans will rush back to Congress 
bent on redeeming their violated pledges, 
meeting the popular will with ready compli- 
ance, and purifying their party of bossism 
and its attendant shames. 


MISSOURI FARMING. 

Evrope has a foreign commerce twice 
as large as all the rest of the world to- 
gether. It produces four times as much coa, 
and iron as North America. It has three 
as many cattle and four times as 
Many sheep as the United States. It 
produces three times as much grain and 
four times as much wheatas North America, 
and has in its industrial establishments two 
and a-half times as much horse-power in 
steam engines. But in this last named ele- 
ment we are rapidly overtaking Europe, and 
have already overtaken it in railway and 
telegraphic means of communication, and we 
have less than one-fifth of Europe’s popula- 
tion to feed with the products of our virgin 
soil. At the recent session of the Social 
Science Congress at Nottingham, Dr. Drys- 
DALE, of London, demonstrated that Europe 
is at present importing one-twelfth of her 
food and will soon have to import one-sixth 
of it. 

The growth of Europe’s population does 
not diminish the enormous per capita burden 
of the debts and taxes entering into the cost 
of everything she produces, and her mighty 
standing armies keep many millions of her 
able-bodied men in the position of consumers 
producing nothing. Even the over-average 
harvest of this year in the Old World has not 
enabled any other country to undersell us in 
the wheat markets of England, which ab- 
sorted over 35,000,000 bushels of our 1882 
crop in the months of August and September. 
And as to meats and dairy products, they are 
already so dear that in some European coun- 
tries the wealthy classes only can afford 
them. Italy, for instance, consumes but 18 
pounds of meat per capita in a year, while 
England consumes 109 pounds. The latter 
country, regarding meat as essential to 
health and energy, is now discussing 
the question of her future meat supply, 
and finds that the Continent of Europe does 
not produce enough to afford its own people 
half as liberal meat-rations as the English 
require.

Whose surplus of grain and ineats is to 
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supply this enormous and increasing de- 
ficiency of food in Europe? What country 
can compete with the United States in sup- 
plying it? This explains why the cattle 
ranches and sheep ranges of our great West~- 
ern plains yield more than gold mines. Look 
at the profits our Missouri farmers are real- 
izing this year, selling cattle from their pas- 
thres at five cents a poynd on foot, unfed 
hogs at seven and eight cents, and every acre 
of their cultivated lands paying for itself 
with this year’s crop. 

It is plain that the wild, thoughtless rush 
from country to city has been over 
done; that the area of unoccupied and 
unimproved land must rapidly diminish, till 
immigration shall have established some- 
thing like an equilibrium of population be- 
tween the Old World and the New. In the 
meantime, for 4 long period, the prosperity of 
Western farmers is assured by modern 
means of transportation, and there is no 
business opening in the world which prom- 
ises such independence and wealth as the ac- 
quisition and cultivation of Missouri lands at 


present prices. 


Rey. Henry WARD BEECHER is becom- 
ing more and more a typical Independent in 
politics, morals and religion. Witheach ad- 
ditional wrinkle of old age he gets a new 
wrinkle of independent dogmatism. Last 
week he kicked out of the Republican party 
traces and exhorted Plymouth church to re- 
buke the Saratoga Convention scandals by 
voting against Fo.arer. This week he for- 
mally withdraws from the New York and 
Brooklyn Association of Congregational 
Churches to relieve that body from 
all responsibility for his novel theological 
views. These, as he explains them, 
make him a very liberal Christian, in- 
deed, repudiating the doctrine of original sin, 
rejecting the doctrine of man’s moral and 
physical inability to obey the laws of God, 
and rejecting also the barbaric conception of 
hell as “‘a machine of sulphur and fire, a 
deluge of devils,” ‘‘a slaughter-house notion, 
substituting a gross, carnal, corrupting and 
diabolical representation” of that future 
punishment which he believes will be not 
bodily suffering, but mental, according to the 
laws of moral sensibility. Starting as a rigid 
Presbyterian, Mr. BEecuER soon found him- 
self more at home in the freer latitude of 
Congregationalism, and now he finds even 
that too much of a straight-jacket for the ex- 
cursiveness of his shackle-defying intellect. 
In announcing his belief that the rule of 
Providence over human life is by and through 
fixed laws, he plants one foot at Jeast on Iv- 
GERSOLL’s platform, and the untaught lay- 
man can find in Mr. BEECHER’S last declara- 
tion, as sent by telegraph, but one chord of 
belief still binding him to the Christian re- 
ligion, and that is his declaration that he be- 
lieves, “without a break or single line of 
tremulous aberration, in the divinity of 
CHRIST.” 


Mr. HowAarRpD CARROLL, a rollicking sort of 
young person, who has been attached to the 
New York Times for several years as a 
political correspondent, was yesterday nomi- 
nated by the Republicans of New York for 
Congressman-at-Large. Mr. CARROLL show- 
ed great forethought, political sagacity and 
executive ability in marrying, a couple of 
years ago, the daughter of Joun F. STARIN, 
a Republican millionaire of New York City. 
When talked of recently for the posi- 
tion of Congressman-at-Large Mr. CARROLL 
wrote a highly declamatory and virtuous 
letter declaring that he would not pay a cent 
to secure the nomination, and, if nominated, 
would not put a dollar into the campaign. 
As it has been something like fifteen years 
since Mr. CARROLL, speaking from a politi- 
cal standpoint, had money enoughof his own 
earning to keep one saloon straight ina 
close ward, the managers of the Republican 
party in New York smiled and at once nomi- 
nated him on account of his Roman virtues. 
Mr. CARROLL Will keep his word. He will 
put no money into the canvass. His proud, 
hopeful and wealthy father-in-law will 
attend to that part of the business.

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| THE MONEY TRACED. 
History of the Capture of the Two 
Stage Robbers and Murderers. — 


- — 


The Criminals Will Probably Leave for Cali- 
fornia To-Night--Curious Detection of a 
Murder. 


Captain J. W. Lees, Chief the San Francisco, 
California, detective force, and Charles Aulls, an 
employe and so-called detective of the Wells 
Fargo & Co. Express, have beén in the city an 
vicinity for over a month looking for and collecting 
evidence against John Kehoe, alias Col- 
lins, alias J. O. Patterson, who has 
been confined in the City Jalil for 
now about twenty-two months, having been con- 
victed of burglary and,now waiting for a new trial 
in the Criminal Court. The two California officers 
came here on information furnished them by 
Hugh O'Neill, a detective, and Frank Watkins, 
the Chief of Detectives, about a year ago. The 
origin of this information given by the 
two St. Louis officials, presumably 
in anticipation of a reward, cannot 


be obtained, but it is likely that it was furnished 
by something that Patterson, while confined in 
jail, let drop himself. The crime for which Pat- 
erson and bis associate, Charles Dorsey,are want- 
ed has already been related in the PosT-DISPATCH. 
Upon the first of September, 1879, William F. Cum 
mings, a banker of Moore’s Flats, California, had 
a quantity of gold bullion, which he wished to con- 
vey to Nevada City for shipment to an Eastern 
market. The bullion was in the form of two nate, 
and Cummings, putting them in a satchel, start 
from his home to Nevada City with them. When 
within about ten miles of Nevada City the coach 
was stopped b two men and _ the 
occupants requested to give up their money, 
When the coach arrived at an isolated spot near 4 
chump of woods the driver of the stage was 
leveled on by one of the robbers and asked to stop 
his horses. 
HE DID so. 
Dorsey standing at a distance of twenty or thir- 
ty feet kept a sixteen shot Winchester rifle on 
the passengers while Patterson, alias Kehoe, 
without a weapon of any kind on 
his person, requested the passengers to give U 
their money. All of them willingly did this unt 
Cummings was reached. The en -* bars he had 
in his satchel contained $7,500. He objected to 
give up the goldandin defending it came into 
personal contact. with the robber. After a 
struggle of a few minutes, Cummings, 
was getting the better of the robber, when the as- 
sociate Dorsey drew hear, and, taking a good aim, 
shot Cummings through the head, killing him al- 
most instantly. After securing not only the money 
of the dead man, but also the valuables of the 
balance of the passencers, the rob- 
bers decamped. When the coach = ar- 
rived at Nevada City the citizens 
scoured the country for several daysin an en- 
deavor tofind the criminals. When Patterson 
was first arrested in St. Louis for the burglary 
comnitted in Carondelet in December, 1880, no 
articular attention was paid to him except that 
ie was shrewdandhis general demeanor indi- 
cated that he was no novicein erime. Beforé 
he had his first trial in the Criminal 
court Patterson was visited in the iail by a man 
who represented himself as C. H. Thorne, a lawyer 
from Union City, Indiana. He helped Patterson 
in many ways and seemed to take a great interest 
in him, furnishing him with money and other ne- 
cessalles. 
WHEN PATTERSON’S TRIAL CAME ON 
he endeavored to establish an alibi. In doing this 
a commission to take depositions was taken 
out by Thorne in Union City. Patterson was con- 
victed of the burglary, and during the next term 
of the Grand Jury was indicted for perjury for 
evidence he had given during his trial. When the 
trial had been overruled andanew one granted, 
Watkins and O'Neill ap vened to learn that 
Patterson was a California man, and 
one of the probable murderers of Cummings. 
When Captains Lees and Aulls came here they 
knew nothing at all about the whereabouts of 
Dorsey. Lees eommenced looking about for a 
clue to hunt him up. He struck the records in the 
Criminal Court, which showed that a man 
namea Thorn had been active in aiding the pris- 
oner and had also visited him. Finding his ad- 
dress, he immediately started for Union City, In- 
diana, with Detective Aulls. When they arrived 
there and had looked over the town for a short 
time, they finally strolled into a restaurant to get 
something to eat. Perched upon a stool at a luneh 
counter sat & man apparently about 42 
years old, eating a lunch. ulls immediately rec- 
ognized the man as the person they were after; in 
fact he was none other than Dorsey, the murderer 
of Cummings, the banker. The two California 
officials approached their man and told him that 
he was wanted, at the same time introducing 
themselves. Dorsey, while taken con- 
siderably aback, maintained cool 
demeanor, and said that he 
would willingly give himself up, and asked as a 
condition that the officers would not give him 
away and tell what they wanted him for. When 
this was promised 
__ HE SAID HE WOULD ACCOMPANY THEM 
without any requisition, and, despite the 
protests 0 over 500 of the citl- 
zens of Union City, Dorsey accompanied 
them to St. Louis. Dorsey settled in Union City 
in July, 1880, and started in the lumber and saloon 
business. He behaved himself well and gained the 
respect and confidence of the people, who little | 
suspected his real character. When both of the 
criminais were captured the detectives endeavor- 
ed to find the gold bullion which 
had bean taken from Cummings 
at the time he was murdered on last Thursday, 
Captain Aulls went to Louisville and Captain Lees 
went to New Orleans trying to trace up the bul- 
lion. Aulls was successful A finding where the 
old had gone to. It was found that the two rob- 
rs had arrived at Louisville on the 15th of De- 
cember, 1879, about three months after 
the murder. They took lodgings 
in the city and were about the town for some time, 
and were noted for their agreeable manners. They 
showed a portion of the money taken from the 
murdered man and claimed to be miners from 
California. They sent the bullion to the Phila- 
deiphia Mint, and on Januar 1, 
received in return $4.07 in 
Dorsey is a Kentuckian by 
b nd this is the reasonthe went to Lonisvilie. 
rhe Chief of Police here received a telegram from 
Lieutenant Governor Campbell last night, from 
Jefferson City, stating that the requisition of the 
Governor oi California, for Dorsey and Patterson 
had been received and warrants issued thereon. 
Nothing is now left to be done but to have Patterson 
pardoned on the charge of burglary, and this is 
already effected.

Plaintiff further states that there were born of 
the marriage three children, two males aged 5 and 
7 years res pecesveny named John L. and Roy, and 
one female age two and a half years, 
named Marie. Plaintiff further says that 
he is pow and has been for more than one year 
past a resident of this city.

The “banish scene” was a full 
revelation of dramatic power, and proclaimed a great ac- 
tress coming; the scene with the Friar confirmed the proc- 
lamation, and the “potion scene” convinced all that the 


great actress had come. There was no remaining doubt or 
question of it, and the audience, with “bravos” and cheers, 

. gave the new Juliet four recalls before the curtain. The 
closing scene of the tomb and death was well sustained, 
and the curtain fell on one of the most remarkable perform- 
ances ever witnessed in the city of St. Louis.

Interviewed. 


Before the conclusion of the investigation into 
the Missouri Penitentiary the Prison Inspectors 
will devote their attention to the treatment ot 
prisoners. Heretofore these inspections have 
been only a formal discharge of the duties which 
the statutes impose upon the Inspectors. 
At any of these a convict was 
never known to complain of abuse. or if so, the 
gentlemen of inspection have never made the 
fact public. During the very time in which 
these superficial investigations were in progress, 
convicts, who were discharged from confinement, 
publicly charged the prison officers with 
the practice ‘of unwarranted crueltics 
within the walls of the Penitentiary. 


During the past few months half a dozen inale and 
female convicts discharged from the Penitentiary 
have returned to St. Louis or passed through here. 
These were seen and questioned, and show au unan- 
imity in their stories that partially guarantees the 
truth ofthem. Many of the false impressions of 
some are corrected by others who bad better facility 
for observation, and altogether they give evidence 
ofa system of management which should be 
materially changed or entirely reformed. The de- 
velopments before the Inspectors published a 
short time ago were of a startling character com- 
pared with the white-washing - testimony that 
these examinations usually bring out. The Prison 
Inspectors have not yet entered into the inquiry 
concerning the treatment of prisoners any more 
than to investigate the quality of food. Ap- 
pended are the _ stories of those who 
claim to have seen and experienced 
the heinous abuses which it is said exist in the 
Penitentiary. They are unaaimous in condemn- 
ing the food as unfit and the punishments as in- 
human, while the statements of one of them are of 
the most startling nature. 
MAX KLINGER, 

who served a seven years’ sentence, was met and 
asked what he knew about the penitentiary. “I 
was in charge of the tailor shops, and was a pris- 
oner under a ten years’ sentence, and I know all 
about it. I read the expose in the Post-DISPATCH 
afew days ago instead of eating my supper, and 
every word of it, I believe, is true, and much of it 
I know of my own Knowledge is true.”’ 

“What about the charge that the convicts are 
fed on tainted meat’”’ 

“Itistrue. They are fed on scraps and tainted 
meat, which a butcher could not dispose of except 
to throw into the slop barrel. The poorest fam- 
ily in St. Louis would not eat it to-day. There, it 
is either eat that or starve to death. I seed Brad- 
bury or Peter Willis testified that they threw 
away 700 pounds of it in one day because it was 
unfit for use. It must have been very rotten.

I found Deputy Warden Bradbury and Deputy 
Yardmaster Tedd. They took off my shirt and 
lashed me until the bl flowed from my back.

Bradbury asked me what 
there was in the letter,and I said that it was im- 
portant to me that that letter should 
go to Marshal Allen. He received the letter and 
came to see me. I showed him my back, and he 
said he would refer the matter to the Department 
of Justice at Washington. Detective Haight was 
sent to the Penitentiary, and, after investigating 
the matter, I was given my choice to go ato 
Detroit or to Chester, - Lil. I selected the 
latter place, and would sooner undergo 
anything than go back to Jefferson City. Guy 
Stanton was murdered in the Ben. Another con- 
vict said Staxton was in a conspiracy to scale the 
wall. That night he was taken out between the 
gates and flogged and was sent back to his ceil 
where he remained for two days. On the third 
morning they went tothe cell to take him out but 
he refused to leave it. He said he would sooner 
die than be flogged again. He hada shoe Knife 
inhis handatthe time. His body was taken to 
the dead-house and there it was washed, viewed, 
and thatended it. It now lies in the “paw paw 
patch.” The hospitai is only a bar for the officers 
of the Pen where they drink fine wines at the ex- 
pense of the State. here are ten buckets tu be 
distributed between 150 prisoners to wash In and 
if you getone of these all right, if not, you can’t 
wash and that’s all.” 
HATTIE PIERCE, 

a young woman, was discharged from the Peni- 
tentiary three weeks ago, and was found at Sec- 
ond and Lombard streets. She is an intelligent, 
quiet girl, and is now in a delicatecondition. Pre- 


vious to three weeks ago she was confined in the | 


penitentiary for eighteen months. 

“I don’t want to say anything about that place,” 
she said, “because I have some friends among the 
women, and I want to communicate with them 
and do whatI can for the poor creatures while 
they are in there. I don’t know how soon I might 
ro back there, for its an easier thing to get into 
the Penitentiary than you think, andif 1 was to 
say anything what Would become of me then? All 
the time I wasthere I never had a hard word 
spoken to me, because Ldid everything just as it 
was wanted and wilhout telling. 
“One of his companions. interrupted the 
conversation, accusing her of being a pet, and 
raised a discussion in which Hatite said vehement- 
ly, “Yes, God knows that food ain’t fit for a human 
being to cat, dnd the poor creatures who eat it are 
mistreated and whipped for little or nothing. I’ve 
seen women whipf there*for trifling things. and 
whipped until they bled.” Recovering herself 
she refused to say _ anything further 
about the place. “It will dv no good 
to say anything. It will only make it harder on 
the poor women who are still confined there. 
remember when a woman talked to a reporter last 
winter I saw it in the paper while I was there,and 
1 know it only made it harder on them.”
